BANGOR, Maine — Aruba 
ended host Bangor’s magical 
run at the Senior League World 
Series, riding the five-hit pitch¬ 
ing of Shawn Duinkerk to an 
8-1 win over the Maine Dis¬ 
trict 3 representatives in the 
world championship game be¬ 
fore 3,000 fans at Mansfield 
Stadium on Saturday after¬ 


noon. 

The title was the first at the 
Senior League level for Aruba, 
which like Bangor also was 
part of the tournament’s 2009 
field. 

Duinkerk, a 6-foot-3, 200- 
pound righthander, struck out 
five batters and walked just 
two during an economical 78- 


pitch performance. 

And when Bangor mounted 
its lone offensive threat by 
loading the bases with no one 
out in the fifth inning on a 
walk to Dylan Morris and sin¬ 
gles by Josiah Hartley and Nic 
Cota, Duinkirk’s defense 
backed him up. 

Second baseman Jiandido 
Tromp drifted into shallow 
right field to haul down a soft 
liner by Seth Freudenberger, 
then shortstop Ray-Patrick Di- 
dier fielded a grounder by 
Cody Savage to set up a force 
play at second base. 

Morris scored on the play to 
cut Bangor’s deficit to 3-1, but 
Duinkerk escaped further dam¬ 
age by striking out Luke Het- 
terman for the final out of the 
inning. 

Aruba, 5-1 in tournament 
play, then broke the game open 
with five runs in the top of the 
seventh, the rally highlighted 
by a two-run double to left by 
Juan Carlos Moncio and a two- 
run homer to left by Chadwick 
Tromp.

Wyclef Jean to appeal Protesters demonstrate for, 
Haiti election ruling against 'Ground Zero' mosque

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Hip-hop star Wyclef 
Jean refused yesterday to 
abandon his bid to become 
president of quake-hit Haiti, 
saying his lawyers would ap¬ 
peal the decision to reject his 
candidacy. 

Jean, who had initially ac¬ 
cepted the electoral council's 
decision and urged hordes of 
young supporters to do the 
same, did not say what had 
prompted his change of heart. 

Haiti's Electoral Commis¬ 
sion (CEP) on Friday ruled 
Jean ineligible to stand as he 
had not met the requirement 


SANTIAGO, Chile - Chilean 
President Sebastian Pinera said 
yesterday that all 33 miners are 
alive and contact has been es¬ 
tablished with them 17 days 
after a structural collapse 
trapped them below ground. 

"This came out of the 
ground," said Pinera holding to 
the television cameras a letter 
written in red ink the trapped 
miners had sent to rescuers at 
the surface. 

"It’s a message from our 
miners telling us they are alive, 


to have been a resident in the 
Caribbean island nation for 
five years. 

Jean lives in the New York 
area but spent his first nine 
years in Haiti. He traveled 
back to his homeland several 
times before the quake to de¬ 
fuse violence in gang-in¬ 
fested slums and help the 
most disadvantaged Haitians.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Sev¬ 
eral hundred protesters staged 
rival demonstrations Sunday 
for and against plans to build 
a mosque near the site of the 
September 11, 2001 attacks, 
some brandishing signs 
against Islam and others de¬ 
nouncing religious bigotry. 

Though small in scale, the 
street protests reflect an in¬ 
tensifying national debate 
that has exposed a raw nerve 
over US attitudes toward 
Islam nearly nine years after 
Al-Qaeda militants flew hi¬ 
jacked airliners into the 
World Trade Center, killing 
nearly 3,000 people. 

Mayor Michael Bloom¬ 
berg supports the mosque, the 
city council has approved the 
project for a community cen¬ 
ter, and President Barack 
Obama has invoked the con¬ 
stitution's guarantee of reli¬ 
gious freedom. 

But 61 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans disapprove of it, and op¬ 
position to the mosque has 
been taken up with fervor by 
conservative politicians like 
former Republican lawmaker 
Newt Gingrich who likened it 
to building a Nazi site next to 
the Holocaust memorial. 

Opponents have pressed 
for the community center's 
organizers to move to another 
location further from 'Ground 
Zero' in deference to the 
charged public sentiment. 
New York Governor David 
Patterson has even offered 
state land for an alternate site. 


Karen Hughes, a former 
White House communica¬ 
tions director who had urged 
then-president George W. 
Bush to visit a mosque 
shortly after the 9/11 attacks 
to reassure Muslims, Sunday 
urged Imam Feisal Abdul 
Rauf and his congregation to 
choose another site. 

Writing in the Washington 
Post, she said the debate was 
"less about our freedom of re¬ 
ligion than about the com¬ 
mon sense and uncommon 
courtesy sometimes required 
to come together as Ameri¬ 
cans." 

Khan, who is married to 
the imam, said any decision 
to move from the privately 
owned site had to be carefully 
weighed. 

"And we have to be cog¬ 
nizant that we also have a 
constitutional right. We have 
the Muslim community 
around the nation that we 
have to be concerned about, 
and we have to worry about 
the extremists as well, be¬ 
cause they are seizing this 
moment," she said. 

Meanwhile, protesters 
from one side and the other 
began gathering in lower 
Manhattan under a fine rain 
at 10:00 am (1400 GMT), 
taking up positions about 100 
meters and two streets away 
from each other, but also 
worlds apart. 

"You can build a Mosque 
at Ground Zero when we can 
build a Synagogue in 


Mecca," said a placard. 

Joe O'Shay, a lawyer who 
wore a T-shirt covered with 
slogans against the mosque, 
tearfully said he had turned 
out to protest because "I am a 
New Yorker and I lost a 
nephew here." 

Two streets away, a small 
crowd about the same size 
called for tolerance, their 
signs defending freedom of 
religion and pleading for ac¬ 
ceptance of immigrants of all 
faiths.

Red cave painting 

Whenever I wander in 
Aruba’s countryside I often 
find the famous cave pain¬ 
tings left behind by our pre¬ 
historic ancestors. I find them 
endlessly fascinating, just as 
the team of archaeologists 
from our new museum in 
Oranjestad! I listened to one 
lecturer once, Harold Kelly, 
and found his information 
very helpful in understanding 
some of the images seen on 
rock formations and cave 
walls around the island. As 
much as can be understood, 
according to Harold, you 
should place yourself in the 
context of that past culture 
and the mindset of the 
shaman, especially as he was 
likely completely stoned on 
some peyote or herbal con¬ 
coction when creating his 
work of art! 

Aruba has nearly 350 pic¬ 
tographs in 22 locations we 
are aware of. These are the 
paintings, the images that are 
carved into rocks called pet- 
roglyphs, of which scientists 
have found only two on 
Aruba. 

The paints were made 
from plant juices, the clay¬ 
like soil, and other natural 
substances, so colors were 
limited and tend to be white 
and earthy. It seems Aruba is 
very unique in the Caribbean 
for having two-color pain¬ 
tings, which have only been 
found far south in the 
Orinoco region of Venezuela, 
quite far from Aruba. This 
makes me wonder how they 
came to Aruba, and why? 
That would be a very interes¬ 
ting story, I think. 

I must agree with Harold, 
I think these two-color pic¬ 
tographs are amazing art, im¬ 
ages that show how the

were so in tune 
with their environ¬ 
ment and all the 
flora and fauna.

Aruba jumped on Savage, the 
Bangor starter, for three runs 
on four hits in the top of the 
first. Duinkerk provided the 
big blow of the uprising, a 
one-out, two-run double to 
the left-center field gap. 

Savage settled down after 
that, holding Aruba scoreless 
on three hits during the rest of 
his six-inning sting. Savage 
finished allowing seven hits 
and three runs while striking 
out two and walking two be¬ 
fore giving way to Hartley in 
the seventh.

A dozen extraordinary egg facts 



Salmonella bacteria found in 
eggs prompted a nationwide 
egg recall of 380 million eggs 
this week. As the FDA works 
to investigate the how the 
outbreak occurred. 

A few facts you may not 
know about eggs. 

1. An egg shell is made of 
calcium carbonate, which is 
also the main ingredient in 
some antacids. The shell 
makes up 9-12 percent of an 
egg’s total weight, and con¬ 
tains pores that allow oxygen 
in and carbon dioxide and 
moisture out. 

2. An egg white is made 
mainly of a protein called 
albumen, and also contains 
niacin (vitamin B3), ri¬ 
boflavin (vitamin B2), chlo¬ 
rine, magnesium, potassium, 
sodium and sulfur, according 
to the Iowa Egg Council, an 
industry group. The white 
contains about 57 percent of 
an egg’s protein. 

3. The color of an egg 
yolk is determined by hen f s 
diet. The more yellow and 
orange plant pigments there 
are in the grain fed to a hen, 
the more vibrant the color of 
the yolk will be. 

4. The other colors 


within an egg vary with its 
age and other factors. Egg 

whites that are cloudy indi¬ 
cate that the egg is very fresh, 
according to the Egg Safety 
Center. Clear egg whites in¬ 
dicate an egg is aging; pink or 
iridescent egg whites indicate 
spoilage, and these eggs 
should not be consumed. 

5. The blood sometimes 
seen in an egg comes from 
the rupture of small blood 
vessels in the yolk. It does 
not indicate the egg is unsafe 
to eat, according to the Egg 
Safety Center. 

6. Eggs are about 105 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit when laid. 
As they cool, the liquid inside 
contracts, and an air cell 
forms between these two lay¬ 
ers at the large end of the egg, 
according to the Iowa Egg 
Council. You can see the air 
cell in the flattened end of a 
peeled, hard-cooked egg. 

7. The average hen lays 
250 to 270 eggs a year. 

8. A hen's color indicates 
the color of the eggs it will 
lay - White leghorn hens, the 
most common type in the 
United States, lay white eggs. 
Rhode Island Red hens lay 
brown eggs. There are no sig¬ 


nificant differences between 
eggs of different colors, ac¬ 
cording to the American Egg 
Board, an industry group. 

9. Eggs take about 24 to 
26 hours to form inside a 
hen. First, a cell called an 
ovum develops into the yolk 
inside an ovary, which is also 
where Salmonella bacteria 
may enter the egg. At ovula¬ 
tion, the follicle ruptures, and 
the yolk is released into a 
tube called oviduct. On its 
journey through the tube to 
the uterus, the albumen is de¬ 
posited around the yolk, and 
then membranes form around 
the albumen. The shell forms 
in the uterus. Eggs are laid 
large end first, and about 30 
minutes after laying, the 
process stars anew. 

10. China is biggest sup¬ 
plier of eggs, producing 
about 390 billion each year, 
about half of the world’s sup- 
ply. 

11. Turkeys also lay eggs, 
but you aren’t likely to find 
them in a grocery store. 
Turkeys need more nesting 
room, so housing them is less 
economical, and they have 
stronger mothering instincts 
than chickens, so collecting 
their eggs difficult. Dinosaurs 
laid eggs too, and sometimes 
dinosaur dads were responsi¬ 
ble for sitting on them, ac¬ 
cording to research in the 
December 2008 issue of the 
journal Science. 

12. In fact, an analysis of 
another dinosaur egg nest 
helped solve the age-old rid¬ 
dle of which came first. 
Canadian researchers re¬ 
ported that eggs came before 
chickens, because dinosaurs 
were forming bird-like nests 
and laying bird-like eggs 
long before birds (including 
chickens) evolved from di¬ 
nosaurs, according to the re¬ 
search published in the 
journal Palaeontology in 
2008.

Al Fayed says he torched Harrods 
royal warrants 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Mohamed Al Fayed, the for¬ 
mer owner of Harrods, said 
yesterday he had the plush 
Fondon emporium's royal 
warrants taken down and 
burned. 

The Egyptian tycoon, in a 
letter to The Sunday Telegraph 
newspaper, called the endorse¬ 
ments a "curse" on the luxury 
department store. 

A royal warrant allows a 
supplier to advertise that they 
are used by the royal family. 

The Harrods warrants were 
from Queen Elizabeth II, her 
husband Prince Philip, queen 
Elizabeth the queen mother 
and Prince Charles. 

"I ordered their removal. 
Later, I had them burned. They 


were a curse and business 
tripled following their re¬ 
moval," Al Fayed said. 

The royal warrants were re¬ 
moved from Harrods in 2000. 

Al Fayed has consistently 
attacked the royal family with 
a variety of claims since the 
death of his son Dodi Fayed 
and Diana, princess of Wales 
in a Paris car crash in 1997. 

In May, Al Fayed sold Har¬ 
rods to the investment arm of 
Qatar's sovereign wealth fund. 
No figure was given. 

In his letter, Al Fayed called 
for the Qataris to keep two me¬ 
morials to Diana and his son, 
which are located in the store. 
They are a statue of the two 
dancing together and a wine 
glass smudged with the 


ing your reader to overlook 
any technical writing weak¬ 
ness that might show up. 

How do you determine the 
subject that’s best for you to 
use for your first report? 

It’s worth repeating: What¬ 
ever you write about, make it 
something you know about, 
and are especially interested in. 

Once you’ve decided on the 
subject you’re going to write 
about, the next step is thorough 
research, unless you’re very 
familiar with the subject your 
writing about. 

If you’re not familiar with 
the subject, you can visit your 
local public library and re¬ 
search your subject. Read as 
much about it as you can find 
in newspapers, magazines, 
books, everything. Start col¬ 
lecting clippings, talk to 
friends and others who could 
provide you with the informa¬ 
tion you need for your report. 

Most of all take notes on all 
the information you gather 
from reading and personal dis¬ 
cussion. 

When you’ve spent a good 
deal of time intensively re¬ 
searching your subject, you 
should be ready for the next 
step. 

Sorting, compiling and as¬ 
sembling your notes. 

Simply read through all the 
notes and clippings you have 
accumulated, discarding those 
that are repetitious, and organ¬ 
izing those you’re going to use 
according to your subject out¬ 
line. 

Don’t let the outline part of 
your project become an obsta¬ 
cle. An outline is simply listing 
the order in which you want to 
write about or discuss each as¬ 
pect of your subject. 

Everything that’s written 


should have a beginning, a 
body and an ending. When you 
outline your subject and your 
subject coverage, which I nor¬ 
mally call my table of con¬ 
tents, you’ll find it easier to say 
what you want to say. 

You’ll be able to say every¬ 
thing you want to say. You 
won’t have to worry about for¬ 
getting or leaving out an im¬ 
portant point you want to 
make. 

The coverage of your sub¬ 
ject will be more complete and 
your writing will be much 
smoother. 

Once you’ve completed 
your research, organized your 
notes, and have your subject 
coverage outline set, you’re 
ready to write the money-mak¬ 
ing, or free report for your cus¬ 
tomers. 

Start writing, and write as 
though you were talking to 
someone. 

Writing, after everything is 
analyzed, taken apart, studied, 
improved upon and put back 
together, is still nothing more 
or less than a written conversa¬ 
tion between two people. 

This is very important. Your 
report should be as if you were 
in a conversation with some¬ 
one else. 

I try to do this is every one 
of my tips and the lengthy re¬ 
port I write that go sometimes 
over 100 pages. 

Well, that’s it for this tip. In 
the next tip, I’m going to give 
you an example to follow and 
massage to your own business, 
or to sell to the public.

Global 
warming could add costs 
amounting to another 1 to 3 


percent of output by 2030, it 
said.

BUSHEHR, Iran (AFP) - A 
defiant Iran on Saturday 
began loading fuel into its 
Russian-built first nuclear 
power plant in the face of 
stiff opposition from world 
powers to its controversial 
atomic program. 

Despite leading Western 
opposition to the Islamic re¬ 
public's project to enrich ura¬ 
nium in defiance of four sets 
of UN sanctions, the United 
States said it saw no "prolif¬ 
eration risk" from the new 
plant. 

Western nations suspect 
that Iranian uranium enrich¬ 
ment masks a weapons drive, 
a charge strongly denied by 
Tehran. 

After three-and-a-half de¬ 
cades of delay, engineers fi¬ 
nally began transferring the 
atomic fuel supplied by Rus¬ 
sia in the presence of UN in¬ 
spectors into the plant in the 
southern port city of Bushehr. 

"Despite all pressures, 
sanctions and hardships 
forced by Western nations, 
we are witnessing Iran's 
peaceful nuclear activities 
through the start of the 
Bushehr power plant," Iran's 
atomic chief Ali Akbar Salehi 
told reporters. 

In Washington, State De¬ 
partment spokesman Darby 
Holladay told AFP the one- 
billion-dollar reactor "under¬ 
scores that Iran does not need 
an indigenous enrichment ca¬ 
pability if its intentions are 
purely peaceful." 

"We recognise that the 
Bushehr reactor is designed 
to provide civilian nuclear 
power and do not view it as a 
proliferation risk," Holladay 
said. 

Russian nuclear chief 
Sergei Kiriyenko, in Bushehr 
for Saturday's ceremony, said 
that the "countdown" for the 
actual running of the nuclear 
power plant had now begun. 

"Today is a great day and 
we have entered the physical 
launch of the Bushehr plant," 
he said. 


Kiriyenko later said the 
Bushehr facility, which is not 
targeted under UN or other 
sanctions, was built under the 
supervision of International 
Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA) inspectors. 

Any "country which 
sticks by IAEA norms and 
safety regulations has the 
right to peaceful nuclear tech¬ 
nology," he said. 

In Vienna, the IAEA said 
it continued to monitor the 
Bushehr plant. 

"The Agency is taking the 
appropriate verification mea¬ 
sures in line with its estab¬ 
lished safeguards proce¬ 
dures," press officer Ayhan 
Evrensel said in a statement. 

Saturday's much-antici¬ 
pated fuel loading comes de¬ 
spite Moscow, a long-time 
nuclear ally of Tehran, hard¬ 
ening its position on Iran's 
nuclear program. 

In June, Russia backed the 
fourth round of UN sanctions 
against Iran for enriching ura¬ 
nium, the most controversial 
aspect of its atomic drive. 

Iran says it is enriching 
uranium to power nuclear re¬ 
actors so they can eventually 
generate electricity of around 
20,000 megawatts. 

Despite being OPEC's se¬ 
cond-largest crude oil ex¬ 
porter and having the world's 
second-largest gas reserves, 
Iran insists it needs nuclear 


power for a rapidly growing 
population and for when its 
fossil fuels eventually run 
out. 

Last week, Salehi said the 
fuel transfer would be com¬ 
plete by September 5. Russia 
has supplied 82 tons of fuel 
for Bushehr and plans to re¬ 
process the spent material. 

The plant's actual com¬ 
missioning is expected in Oc¬ 
tober or November when it 
connects to the national grid. 

Britain and the United 
States, meanwhile, reiterated 
their concerns on Saturday 
over Iran's nuclear program. 

"Until Iran suspends its 
proliferation-sensitive nu¬ 
clear activities and responds 
in full to IAEA concerns 
about potential military di¬ 
mensions, it will be in contra¬ 
vention of six UNSC (UN 
Security Council) resolutions 
and have to bear the eco¬ 
nomic cost of sanctions," a 
Foreign Office minister said 
in London. 

And Holladay said the 
UN atomic watchdog's access 
to Bushehr was separate from 
Iran's broader obligations. 
"The IAEA has consistently 
reported Iran remains in seri¬ 
ous violation of its obliga¬ 
tions," he said. 

Salehi on Saturday reiter¬ 
ated that Iran is searching for 
locations for 10 new uranium 
enrichment sites.

CHICAGO — Family comes 
first, and Lou Piniella is 
headed home to take care of 
his mother. 

When Piniella announced 
on July 20 that he was retir¬ 
ing at the end of this season, 
he fully intended to finish the 
year with the Cubs. But his 
mother's health prompted 
him to retire early. Sunday's 
game against the Braves was 
Piniella's final as manager. 
He took off the uniform for 
the last time to go home. 

"I didn't think my career 
would end this way,” Piniella 
said prior to the game. "My 
mom needs me home. She 
hasn't gotten better since I've 
been here. In fact, she's had a 
couple complications. 

"Rather than continue to 
go home and come back, it's 
not fair to the team and it's 
not fair to the players," he 
said. "The best thing is to step 
down and go home and take 
care of my mother." 

Piniella left the team Aug. 
9-12 to be with his 90-year- 
old mother, Margaret, in 
Tampa, Fla., and set up in- 
home care. He calls her every 
morning, and when he called 
Sunday to tell her he was 
headed home, she cried. 

"I've enjoyed it here," 
Piniella said. "Four wonder¬ 
ful years and I've made a lot 
of friends. We've had some 
success here and this year has 
been a little bit of a struggle. 
Family is important and 
comes first, and my mom 
needs me home and that's 



where I'm going." 

Piniella, who turns 67 on 
Aug. 28, compiled a 316-392 
record with the club over 
three-plus seasons. He guided 
the team to the National 
League Central title in his 
first and second years in 
2007-08, and the Cubs posted 
the best record in the NL in 
'08 at 97-64. 

He is the first Cubs man¬ 
ager in 100 years to lead the 
team to consecutive postsea¬ 
son apperances. 

"Lou helped raise the bar 
here for this entire organiza¬ 
tion, and for that we’ll be for¬ 
ever thankful," general 
manager Jim Hendry said. 
"We understand he needs to 
be with his family and re¬ 
spect his decision to retire at 
this time. We salute his 
tremendous career and wish 
him and his family long-term 
health and happiness." 

Third-base coach Mike 
Quade will take over as in¬ 


terim manager and will be 
considered as a full-time re¬ 
placement next season. 

Piniella has been in uni¬ 
form since his first season in 
1962. He is one of five men 
to win at least three Manager 
of the Year Awards, including 
2008 with the Cubs, and re¬ 
tires as the 14th-winningest 
manager in Major League 
history. He entered Sunday's 
game with 1,835 wins in 
nearly 23 big league seasons 
at the helm and is the first 
Cubs manager in more than 
70 years to post a record of 
.500 or better in his first three 
seasons with the team. 

Piniella met with the Cubs' 
coaches and players prior to 
batting practice on Sunday to 
give them the news. 

"It's been a very tough day 
for him and very emotional," 
Hendry said. "It's to the point 
now where he needs to be 
home with his family." 

After all the years playing, 
managing and broadcasting, 
Piniella is done. 

"I haven't had time to re¬ 
flect on it," he said of his ca¬ 
reer. "I'm going to try to enjoy 
today as much as possible. It's 
been a long time and I've been 
blessed. God's given me the 
health and ability to do this 
job, and I'm appreciative. It's 
been a long time. 

"When I announced my 
retirement earlier in the sea¬ 
son, I thought I'd finish the 
year and go from there," he 
said. "Unfortunately, that 
hasn't happened. I’ll have 
plenty of time to reflect." 

Piniella was to exchange 
lineup cards with Atlanta 
manager Bobby Cox, who is 
also scheduled to retire at the 
end of tihs season, prior to 
Sunday's game and then head 
to Tampa on Monday. 

"This is a nice job, but it’s 


a tough job," Piniella said of 
the Cubs. "They're going to 
win here. They've got a fam¬ 
ily-owned business now. The 
Ricketts family will do what 
they need to do to get this 
thing to where it can win.

Federer outlasts Fish for 
fourth Cincinnati crown

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AFP) 
- World number two Roger 
Federer won his second ATP 
Cincinnati Masters crown in 
a row on Sunday, outlasting 
American Mardy Fish 6-7 
(5/7), 7-6 (7/1), 6-4 for his 
63rd career title. 

The Swiss superstar, who 
is bidding for a 17th Grand 


Slam crown when the US 
Open begins on August 30, 
matched Bjorn Borg for fifth 
on the all-time Open Era title 
list and captured his fourth 
Cincinnati crown after 2005, 
2007 and 2009. 

Wildcard entrant Fish, 
who had won recent titles in 
Newport and Atlanta, failed 


in his bid to become the first 
unseeded champion in the 
event, the final major tuneup 
for the year's last Grand Slam 
tournament. 

Federer's victory kept 
Fish, 28, from reaching a ca¬ 
reer-high 16th in the rankings 
but the American will still 
rise considerably from 36th 
where he began the week. 

Fish netted a backhand on 
the first break-point chance 
of the third set to hand Fed¬ 
erer a 5-4 lead and the Swiss 
third seed held serve for the 
victory, which came after two 
hours and 40 minutes when 
Fish sent a backhand wide. 

Fish denied Federer on 
four break points in the first 
set without ever managing to 
get one against the Swiss star, 
but came through in the tie¬ 
breaker when it mattered 
most to claim the opening set. 

Federer smacked a fore¬ 
hand winner for a 5-4 lead, 
but Fish answered with an 
overhead smash, achieved a 
set point when Federer netted 
a backhand and took the set 
after 67 minutes with a serv¬ 
ice winner. 

Fish managed a break 
point in the fifth game of the 
second set but sent a fore¬ 
hand beyond the baseline on 
the way to another tie¬ 
breaker. 

Federer dominated the 
second tie-breaker, losing 
only the third point on a Fish 
ace and ending it with his 
ninth ace of the match.
